This fa., r led many Mexicans without proper ;■ 
papers to immigrate to the U^S. to. fill jobs dur- 
ing years when the U S. e:cnomy was expanding', an 
a.ti..n given unotticiai enecur agement by U.S, gov- 
ernmenL olficiais In past years Now, ironically, 
gv, .c-rnment officials blame these same individuals 
in part for the v. limbing unemployment numbers in 
the United States.

L/.ST ATTICA DEFENDANT DENIED PAROLE AS BOARD 

REPUDIATES NEW YORK GOVERNOR’S CLEMENCY 

NEW YORK (LNS) — John Hill, the last Attica de- 
fendant behind bats, was denied parole by the New York 
'itato "irole Board on January 13 The Board s decisio 
was a startling repudiation of Governor Carey^s grant 
of clemency tc Hiii less than three weeks earlier, and 
came as a surprise to Hill’s supporters who had consi- 
dered the hearing a mere formaiity- 

"In the Light of the Governor's action, the Parol' 
Board's refusing to grant him paroie is so cruei xt’s 
Unbelievable;,," commented attorney Daniel Alterman, a . 
long-time' activist on behali of the Attica prisoners- 


In 1971, over 1,000 Attica prisoners cook pare 
in a rebellion arising from long unheeded protests 
over prison conditions Thirty-nine of them died 
when state police stormed the prison in a brutal as- 
sault ordered by then-New York State Geverner Nelson 
Rockefeller . 

A public disclosure of the prosecution ‘ s failure 
to investigate police actions in their assault cn the 
prison and the state’s misconduct in securing evidence 
against the prisoners eventually led to dism^-ssai ot 
most of the charges- No guards or state police were 
ever brought to trial- 

Carey had issued clemency in an attempt to "close 
the book" on the assault on the prison and the subse- 
quent coverup - "The conduct of the investigation and 
the prosecution," Carev seated on Dec/=»mber 30, "has 
been such that we now confront the real possibility 
that the law seif may well fall leto disrespect-" 

However, the three-member parole board — all 
Rockefeller appointees — thought differently- "Your 
release at this time could cause a widespread negative 
community reaction and would probably promote disrespect 
for the law," they told Hil] . 

The head of the beard, Edwin Hammock, was also a 
key member of the Attica prosecution- 

The d fense plans to challenge the paroie beard 
on the g-'-o'-nds that Hill was singled out for selective 
prosecution; and also on the grounds that the state 
has no sovereignty over Hill, a Mohawk Indian, accor- 
ding to the ' treaty between the Iroquois Confederacy 
and the United States. 

Hill is now serving a 20-year-to-lire term, and 
will not be eligible for parole again for two years, 

A statement from his defense team said that he was 
in danger of reprisals from prison authorities at the 
Ossining Correctional facility, where he is currently 
being held. 

Governor Carey can oyeride tb.e paroie board’s 
decision by taking his clemency one step further and 
granting Hill a pardon- However, "The governor has 
no comment at this time," his press aide cold LNS -

SAIT FRANCISCO (LNS) — The International Hotel 
struggle here is symbolic of a system which neglects 
low-income people. For nine years, elderly tenants 
ol the International Hotel have been battling to 
save the only fortress they know, and the only home 
they can afford. 

Located in San Francisco’s Chinatown, the hotel 
r.s all chat remains of what used to be Manilatown. 

Once encompassing many blocks^ Manilatown was a 
striving "hangout" for Filipino immigrants who came 
to San Francisco. But things have changed since the 
active davs of pre-World War II when Kearny Street, 
where the hotel still stands, was "the" place. Be- 
cause of big businesses and corporations, Manilatown 
has been reduced to a single block. 

And chat single block is now threatened by big 
bus Ines 3 . 

The 75 tenants, mostly elderly Filipinos and 
Chinese, can barely afford to pay the $45-a-month 
rent on their low incomes. The Kearny Street area is 
the only part of town they are familiar with; friends, 
cafes and stores are within steps of their homes, 

l^Lle the tenants have created a unique community 
in which they feel comfortable, the Four Seas In- 
vestment Corporation, a company based in Hong Kong and 
Thailand, has other plans for the International Hotel. 

As owners of the hotel and most of the block on 
which it stands, Four Seas intends to "develop" the 
site into a money-making venture: a multi-story 
shopping center. Across the street from the Interna- 
tional Hotel stands a sign of a previous defeat: the 
Holiday Inn, which was built years ago in the heart 
of Chinatown. Protests against its construction did 
not prevent the huge skyscraper from going up. 

\Z\nen Four Seas bought the International Hotel 
from Walter Shorestein, one of the largest realtors 
in California, in 1973, the retired tenants refused 
to vacate and began the long struggle against eviction. 

After the International Hotel Tenants Associa- 
tion (IHTA) , which formed to organized against evic- 
tion, lost their suit against Four Seas last year, 
fresh eviction notices were again posted. Numerous 
protests and demonstrations were organized by the 
IHTA and supporters, particularly the Asian Community 
Center and the Workers Committee, which share the 
same building. 


The judge, in the meantime, ordered an immedl 
ate eviction, though temporary stays protected the 
tenants for awhile. Vowing that "WE WON T MOVE!** 
the tenants then began pressuring the new San 
Francisco mayor, George Mens cone - 

The city has the power of eminent domain to 
buy the hotel from Four Seas and sell it to the 
tenants. Although the Board of Supervisors origi- 
nally refused to buy the building, afeer numerous 
demonstrations by tenants and supporters , the 5oar< 
finally voted to transfer funds to the San Franclsc 
Housing Authority to purchase the building The 
Housing Authority filed December 2^ for immediate 
possession of the building, stating its intention 
to lease the hotel to the tenants for $13 million^ 

But the tenants argue that peer people simply 
cannot afford to buy sueh a hotel and insist that 
the money be derived from Community Development 
Contingent Funds, which would not require the 
tenants to repay the city The tenants aise charge 
that the government should be responsible for pro- 
viding citizens with low-income housing 

A Superior Court Judge will decide on February 
1 whether to grant the Housing Authority's request 
for Immediate possession cf the building If 
granted, the eviction would be immediately stopped, 
but the question of whether the tenants would 
have to pay for the lease would still be up in 
the air.

REPORT ISSUED ON RACISM & SEXISM IN NEW TEXTBOOKS 

NEW YORK (LNS) — White, male, upperclass per- 
spectives still predominate in recently published 
U.S. history textbooks, charges a new report on the 
presentation of women and minority history in junlo 
and high school texts 

According to the findings of the Council on 
Interracial Books for Children, released In their 
report "Stereotypes, Distortions and Omissions in 
U.S. History Textbooks," publishers have made only 
superficial improvements over older US history 
texts . 

"The new texts we examined fell far short of 
presenting historical reality," said Dr Robert 
B, Moore, who directed the textbook project for 
the Council. Moore acknowledged that new texts 
have shown some improvement as a result of feminist 
and minority pressures on publishers But "heigh- 
tened visibility of previously Ignored peoples," 
he cautioned, "has not assured an accurate depic- 
tion of their reality - 

"To the extent that racism and sexism are deal 
with in textbooks they are treated as Isolated 
mistakes of the past. They are never analyzed as on 
going structures by which some people continue to 
profit at the expense of others" 

The report was designed for educators to use i 
analyzing their schools’ texts, and as a supple- 
mental resource for classroom use It is available 
for $7.95 from the Council on Interracial Books 
for Children, 1841 Broadway, New York, NY 10023.

NLa YORK(LNS) — While France’s release of PLO 
leatit-r Abu Daoud made ince mat lonai headlines in re- 
cent iv'e-oks , the murder several days earlier of the 
youne Pa lt'.-.t in i an militant M<ihmoud Saleli in Paris has 
gained little coverage. 

F'ollowing the murder oi Saleh, several thousand 
s vmpath i zu' rs gatliered at the Pere Lachaise cemetary 
in Pa.ri.s t ur tlie runeral- Abu Daoud was present at 
the funeral as I'epr esentat i ve oi the Palestine Libera- 
tion ()rg<inizat ion (PLO) He WrtS later arrested and 
without evidence, charged with mnS te rminding the kill- 
ing of Israeli athletes in Munich, Germany four years 
ago. 

On the evening of Ja.nuarv <4, Sdleli was shot in 
the back by two assailants as he was locking up his 
small Arab bookstore in Paris' Latin qu^irter, accord- 
ing to o \ ewi tnesses ' reports in I.ibe ration, the 
Pari.“^icin lelti.^t daily 

"aaieh w.iS a militant oi the Palestinian cause," 
saici a Ir^n^-fi woman <it <i tense, packed press confer- 
eni , unrejvtrted in tiie mai.ir Parisian papers She 
was a member of the smaJ i collective ol French and 
Arab pev'pLt: w'ho had .issumed responsibility tor run- 
ning the bookstore after Saleh’s killing 

"fie was born in an area ol Palestine occupied by 
Israel after tfie 1967 war," she continued "Living 
as an exile In Paris, he decided to work on the 
in format irai t ront , trying to enlighten the public, 
French and Arabic, tfirougli liis bookstore on the 
problems i.r Ihilestine and the Middle East generally - 
He Was killed bv those who feared the impact oi his 
efiorts, wfio riave a stake in keeping peopie in ig- 
norano'- of the realities; in maintaining the anti- 
Arab [prejudices that are widespread in Western 
Eur.y.'o 

S<ifcii'a murder is tlie fourth in a series of care- 
fully executed killings oi Palestinian militants in 
Par 1 s . 

In the first, PLO representative Mahmoud Hamchari 
was killed by a bomb in his home on December 8, 1972. 
Basil A1 Kubaisie , a representative or the Popular 
Front For the Liberation of Palestine, was shot in 
the ba^k by unknorvTi assailants in April, l9 73 . The 
tfiird case was the killing of Mohammed Boudia, an 
Algerian propagandist for the Palestinian organiza- 
tion A1 Fatah. He was killed on June 28, 1973 by the 
explosivpn oi ci device wired to his* car . French 
police have made little eftort to investigate these 
de at fis . 

S.ilth's bookstore had been the target of 
sev. ral attacks in its thr ee-yea r his to ry ,mos t re- 
cently one year ago when it was badly damaged by an 
exp ] ( js 1 ijn . 

At the press conference, French professor 
Vincent Monteii stressed that agents of Israel's 
secret service (MOSSAD) had tor many years been 
operating on French soil hand in hand with a section

of the French DST (Territorial Surveillance 
Division — similar in function to the FBI) 

In tact, Monteii pointed out, the founder and 
former director of the DST had played a key role 
in setting up the Israeli secret service in 1946. 

Monteii charges that the series of murders of 
Paris-based Palestinian militants over the past 
few years were actually covered up by the DST 

"On several occasions I have called the 
French government’s attention to the presence and 
activities of MOSSAD's agent, Hall Levnat, here in 
France, but to no avail-" 

"I accuse [the DST and MOSSADj of .riminai 
collusion," Monteii concluded- "My hope is chat 
I will be called to court on charges of libel 
Then 1 would have a chance to repeat my accusa- 
tions under circumstances that the press could 
not Ignore , " 

However, the facts surrounding Saleh’s 
death were lost in the international focus on 
France's release of Daoud, who was aliewed t c go 
to Algiers - 

In an interview with the Paris daily Le Monde 
given in Algiers, Daoud attributed bis arrest to 
the initiative oi a section or the DST operating 
in cooperation with Israeli intelligence This 
DST sector, rt.*_.-rding to Daoud, opposes the recent, 
relatively "pro-Arab" policy ot the Prench gevern- 
men: - 

Daoud's release has been attributed to 
France’s relations with Arab governments At 'he 
time, France was reportedly concluding an important 
sale ct planes to Egypt.

BALAl^CING TORTURE 
AGAINST THE "NATIONAL INTEREST" 

NEW YORK (People’s World/LNS) — Skeptic -- 
"the magazine of opposing views" — looks at the 
morality ot torture in its Januaty-Feb ruary issue.

The following accounc 
from two Cape Town schoolteachers reached the 
Manchester Guardian In England only after being 
smuggled out of the country 

On August 24 unrest spread to the Coloured 
townshzps for the first itme. The pupils of Bon- 
tenheuwel High School held a peaceful demonstration 
in the school grounds. > The atmosphere was g^vtal 
rather than aggr essioe . 

The ntot Squad ar indued in mesh-protected ve- 
hicles; th&g were weartng camouflage battle dress 
and were armed wtth shotguns, rifles and tear gas 
guns... The commariding officer ordered his men to 
line up and without worming, tear gas was fired at 
the children. They were then bat on- charged by ^ he 
Riot Squad- The children fled across the schu^l 
grounds until they were cornered against the 6 foot 
high fence - 

On September 2, the Riot Squad attacked Trafalgar 
High School ..A marksman picked pupils out fr~.m the 
top of one u/ the not vehicles with his nfle A 
bleeding boy fell to the ground. The principal ran 
forward to hel-p, but was ordered back,, , 

All the people we have spoken to state that the 
actual death toll is very much higher than :..ffictal 
figures-Cne doctor claims that 70 babies died of 
tear gas po is :,ning at the Peninsula Maternity H..s- 
pital. Parents who have been to collect the bodies 
cf their children fram the mortuary have said it 
IS full, ” 

The institute of Race Relations — said to be 
one of the most reliable sources of information coming 
out of South Africa — reports that it has been 
unable to compile an overall list of deaths because 
of lack of official information. 

Detainment, Torture & Death 

South Afii..an officials maintain that they have 
no political prisoners in their jails — only 
"ter rorists " thousands of people have been arrested 
since June under laws like the 1967 Terrorist Act 
(back-dated 5 years in order to scoop up all those 
arrested since 1962) and the 1976 Internal Security 
Act, with others detained on arson, public disorder 
and sabotage charges. 

Under the Terrorist Act, for instance, any 
person "who intends to endanger the maintenance 
of law and order in the Republic" or any person 
suspected of "withholding information" can be de- 
tained until the Minister of Justice or the Commis- 
sioner of South African Police orders their release. 

Once arrested — with or without charges — 
it is hard to get free. And even after release, 
some people are then "banned" — a form of house 
arrest . 

The regime picks up its targets randomly, in 
the house-to-house round-ups, and hunts specifically 
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linked to \aricos iiiegdi organizations.
